Idle to Make Comparivon. a* to tho 


Courage Required by the Sol- 


diers of the Period. 


Much IB written of the terrors of 


modern war. Little is written of the 
terrors of the wars of old. Yet It 
doubtful If war today makes greater 
demand* on human 'courage than war 
In the time of Grant, of Washington, 
of Turenne, of Caesar, of Alexander. 


Consider a stand-up infantry fight 


In the days of tbe revolution. After 
the preliminary cannonade and long- 
distance musketry practice, the two 
regiments marched toward each, other 
Jn close ranks. At a given distance, 
frequently at thirty yards, there was 
a halt, a smashing volley, and then 
a bayonet charge through, the smoke. 


Bullets those dayis were large and 


of soft lead, and the man who was hit 
went down. 
Orer him tramped his 


comrades or tbe enumy. shooting and 
•tabbing. 


That was the type of Infantry bat- 


tles for 150 years. To minimize the 
courage needed to make a good sol- 
dier under such circumstances Is to 
fly in the face of common sense. 


Modern war requires a 
different 


type of courage from that needed, of 
old. The old touch of elbows la lack- 
Ing. 
The old feeling of companion- 


ship IB gone. 
The modern 
soldier 


must be more alert, bettor taught, 
keener wilted than the olden soldier 
of equal value. But It does not fol- 
low that tbe modern soldier Is the 
braver man.

vanla, at Bunker Hill and Ortskany,

overseas to 'his mother, Mrs. William 
Pockstaller of Moi-rell.

"We left 
in the morning and 


had to stay in quarters 
until we 


passed a certain point and then we 
were allowed to go up on the top 
deck. , The sea is very calm so I am 
not' seasick from, being rocked about 
on the water. 
We had a. fire drill 


today and every man was out of quar- 
ters and on the top deck in 10 min- 
utes. 


"I saw one o£ the biggest fish, it 


was a whalo. We are all having a I 
flaa time. The band plays and we 
enjoy ourselves on board ship. Am 
traveling second class and on a very 
fast boat, but there is nothing to sec 
but sky and water. 


The second day.—Had a good night's 


sleep, having gone 
to 
bed 
at 10 


o'clocK and never know a thing until 
I was called tile nest day. The sea 
is getting rough today but I am sUH 
well. 
We passed three strips today 


but could not tell tbe names of them 
so far away. 
They were- going to- 


wards horn*. 


"We had another fire drill and the 


gun crew had 
target practice.. It 


would almost lift your hat when fcthey 
fired those guns. I was put on guard, 
relieving a. man at 5 o'clock in the 
morning, keeping everyone off the 
deck except the crew. 


Third 
day.—"Had 
another 
good 


night's sleep. Today the sea is very 
rough, the boat is rocking too much 
for some of the men. There are lots 
of them seasick and I am slowly fall- 
ing myself. Jt is also raining, so I 
am staving In quarters today. 


"This fourth day I went to mass 


and communion. The boat is stiil 
rocking on the same rough sea but we 
are just about used to it now. • An- 
other snip went bailing towards home 
today but the name could not be dis- 
tinguished. 
We all signed the pay- 


roll but I don't Jmow when we are 
going to get paid. Chicken for din- 
ner today. 


"Five days and all's well with the 


ship, but the sea is on a rampage. 
The boys are a HUle blue today; I 
wonder why; I am still 'on top,' bat 
I think I will come down to see the 
other boys pretty soon. Passed an- 
other homeward bound ship but. can't 
tell you the name .of it. 


"Sil days out and the sea is bettor 


and so are the boys. No one has been 
'able to see land as yet but they say 
we aren't far trom it

played tor ua in the afternoon.

are still enjoying ourselves, although 
we are tired of looking at nothing but 
water. 


"On the seventh day we were near 


land. 
We passed lots of ships anil 


two airplanes, 
band came in sight 


at 5 o'clock. I met Jimmie LaPort 
the next morning and we talked about 
Connellsville till 10 o'clock. We bit 
dock at 7 P. M. and embarked at 7 
tile next morning. This is my whole 
trip. I enjoyed it very -much.

At any rate, if this record of my ad- 


ventures should prove instrumental in 
sustaining others who need encourage- 
ment, I shall feel that my sufferings 
were not In vain.

It Is hardly likely that anyone will 


I quite duplicate my' experiences, but I 
haven't Uie slightest doilbt that many 
will have to go through trials equally 
nerve-racking and suffer disappoint- 
ments Just as disheartening. 


It would be very for from the mark 


to imagine that the optimism which I 
am preaching now so glibly sustained 
me through all my troubles. On the 
contrary, I am free to confess that I 
frequently gave "way to despair and 
often, for hours at a time, felt so de- 
jected and discouraged tout I really 
didn't care what happened to me. In- 
deed, I rather hoped that something 
would happen to put an end to my 
misery. 


But despite an my despondency and 


hopelessness, the worst never bap- 
peued, and I can't help thinking that 
my miraculous escape may, perhaps, 
serve a purpose as useful as that of 
the heroic fate of my less fortunate 
comrades.
